AN ANALYSIS OF THE ROMINGER 
BILL. 


(By J. T. Moriarty) 
That the initiative measure to bo 
voted on by the citizens of our State at 
our forthcoming general clwjtion, and 
commonly known as the Bominger bill, 
is in no rational sense, a temperance 
proposal will become apparent to any­ 
one who has the patience and will to 
take the time to give its several pro­ 
visions a close and careful reading. 


Omitting many of its non-vital, qual­ 
ifying phrases, put into the crucible of 
analysis and resolvod into its more im­ 
portant elements it will, among other 
things, be found to authorize: 


1. The manufacture and sale of malt 
and vinous liquors, containing from 14 
per cent to 21 per cent of alcohol. 


2. The manufacture and sale of fruit 
cordials and fortified wine, containing 
distilled spirits. 


3. The manufacture and sale of malt 
and vinuous liquors containing from 14 
per cent to 21 per cent of alcohol, in 
lots or quantities of not less than 20 
fluid ounces each, except when in seal­ 
ed packages containing not less than 
10-snid Ounces each. • 


4. The sale of alcoholic liquors by a 
manufacturer 
thereof 
to 
wholesale 


druggists or to registered pharmacists. 


5. 
The sale of alcoholic liquors by 
wholesale druggists to registered phar­ 
macists. 


0. The sale of wine, by a manufac­ 
turer thereof, to a wine blender. 


7. The'sale of-wine, by a manufac­ 
turer thereof, to another manufacturer 
of wines, for blending purposes. 


8. The sale of wine, by a manufac­ 
turer thereof, to a manufacturer of 
pure grape brandy or cordials, to be 
used in the making of such brandy or 
cordials. 


9. The sale of pure grape brandy, by 
the manufacturer thereof, to a manu­ 
facturer of fruit cordials, to be used 
in the manufacture of such cordials. 


10. The sale of wines, by a manufac­ 
turer thereof, to a manufacturer of 
wines to bo^usod by the latter in the 
fortification of sweet wines. 


11. The sale of alcohol, or puro grape 
or fruit brandy or cordials by the man­ 
ufacturer thereof for export, or ship­ 
ment outside of our state.

Frank Howard, alias Frank Schultz, 
a ranch hand employed on the grove of 
C. R. Norton, Puento, was arrested last 
week and incarcerated in the county 
jail on a charge of stealing 750 pounds 
of walnuts from- the ranch of MJS 
plbyer..

Howard had boon in the _employ of 
Mr. Norton for the past seven months. 
He is a married man, his wife, an Ital­ 
ian woman, residing in Los Angeles. 
He. has been in the habit of going homo 
every Saturday night, remaining until 
Monday morning. 
The theft 
of the 
nuts from the trays occurred a week 
ago last Sunday and it is believed that 
Howard, with an accomplice, returned 
to the ranch that evening by auto. 


Howard was subsequently arrested on 
suspicion. At the county jail it was 
learned that the man had served three 
years at San Qucntin for horse stealing 
in San' Bernardino county. 


A number of walnut growers are re­ 
porting petty thefts from their groves. 
"With walnuts at 30 cents a pound, this 
petty thieving amounts in the aggre­ 
gate to stsrious losses to the growers.

Under the provisions of this para­ 
graph, theso liquors, if the Rominger 
bill should become a law, could be sold 
and bought in barrels, wagon loads, or 
carloads, for use in hotels, restaurants, 
cafes, clubs or in private families for 
beverage purposes, the only limitation 
being that tho quantities so sold shall 
not be less than two gallons each. 


13. It furthermore authorizes the sale 
of these -liquors for beverage purposes 
in hotels, restaurants, cafes, clubs, and 
on trains and vessels, when purchased 
to be consumed with and as. a part of 
bona fide meals and where they con­ 
tain not more than 14 per cent of alco­ 
hol, 
while standard beer contains only 
about 4 per cent. 


14. 
Where, however, they are to be 
served by the purchaser at his home to 
tho membors of his family and his 
guests and no money or other valuable 
consideration is to be given or received 
for them, they may contain as much as 
21 per cent of alcohol. 


\Vhilo thore are in this bill many 
other provisions similar to those above 
specified, it is believed our enumera­ 
tion of them has gone far enough to 
make clear its substance, sweep, and 
general nature. 


In addition to what has so far been 
said, it may be also stated that the 
first words of its title are: " A n act 
regulating the traffic in alcohol and 
alcoholic liquors," thuB proclaiming in 
specific terms it is not designed to be 
a temperance law. 


It must be perfectly clear, therefore, 
from the various points of view here 
presented, that the Rominger bill is 
nothing but a wot measure, puro and 
simple—soaking, 
dripping, 
drenching 
wot—in fact, as wet as ocean water, 
with none of the salt, however, in it 
which salt water contains, for its own 
purification and for the good health of 
the millions of living creatures that 
dwell in its dismal deeps, or sport about 
in the moonbeams and sunlight that 
nlay unon its tumbling waves and roll­ 
ing' billows.

West Point, tho wonderful military 
academy of the United States with its 
long list of famous men, graduates from 
the academy since 1802, now begins a 
new regime. Where an average of 200 
a year formerly graduated," 1000 will 
now become commissioned officers ac­ 
cording to orders from the U. S. War 
Department. 


Wilbur. Nye, who has been a cadet 
at tho Academy since July 1st of this 
year, appointed from tho regular army 
by the adjutant general, received on 
Tuesday of this week, at the home of 
his parents, Mr. and Mrs. "W. P. Nye, 
of Rowland 
avenue, two 
telegrams, 
which explain thomselves. They will 
bo of interest to all soldiers who are 
ambitious and those who desire know­ 
ledge as to the 
making 
of 
officers. 
Through some clerical mistake 
the 
name of Wilbur Nye on the list of West 
Point cadets must have been . over­ 
looked and thus he had the second op­ 
portunity to be appointed from Califor­ 
nia had he not already been a member 
of the "Corps."

Senator Hiram Johnson has received 
the following communication from the 
War Department concerning the vacan­ 
cies he would havo had to fill at tho 
U. S. M. A. in June 1919: "The class 
of 1920-21 will be graduated on Nov,

The following letter from 
Wilbur 
Nye is descriptive of the life at West 
Point: 


October 6, 1918 


Dear Folks: 


I suppose you have read the news in 
the papers about what happened here 
the 3rd," but in caso it did not appear 
I will tell you about it. An order canio 
from Washington stating that the two 
•upper classes would be graduated Nov. 
1st and that, for the remainder of the 
war the course at the Academy will be 
one year. This means that I will grad­ 
uate next Juno. I still have, to work 
hard to keep up in math. I have to 
compete with university graduates who 
have specialized in mathematics 
and 
one cadet in our class has taught col­ 
lege mathematics for two years, BO you 
see what I am up against. But I will 


"From now~on the 
-courso~will bo "com­ 
pletely differont. 
We will have" 
no 
more English. I made a perfect mark 
in English last week, also in Infantry 
regulations and stood at the top of my 
section in history. 


When the order was rend in the mess 
hall at noon, it caused the greatest ex­ 
citement and jubilation this place has 
ever seen. For five minutes after the 
order was read we remained at absolute 
attqntion, by order, so that you could 
hear a,pin drop. 


This was to show what tho W. P. dis­ 
cipline is. Tho air was charged with 
electricity though. Then they told us 
to make all the noise we liked. Pan­ 
demonium broke loose; but the plebcs of 
course did not make a sound. 
They 
kept their seats, and I dare say not ono 
of us took our eyes off the table once 
But after the meal the corps "recog­ 
nized" us and we sure wore happy and 
still are. Wo have, a much more enjoy­ 
able time now and have all the privil 
egos of upper class men. 


On October-1st about 500 new cadets 
will be brought from the different col­ 
leges to join our class. They plan to 
graduate 1000 a year from now on. We 
have 
a 
big 
responsibility. 
The 
'' Corps'' that wonderful; unbroken lino 
of famous men from 1802 until now has 
practically ended with that order. 
It 
romains to bo seen if tho new men with 
their intensive, war-time training make 
equally good. West Pointers of old 
days regret the new era, I suppose, but 
war makes it necessary. There is Gen, 
Pershing, Seibert, all, or nearly all of 
tho Generals today, back to Grant and 
Lee, who are West Point men. I won 
der what General Pershing will think of 
it. 


Next summer will come and I expect 
to be home on my graduation leave and 
tell you all about it. 


Let me tell you about the last sham- 
battle wo had before wc began our aca­ 
demic work, "vye broke camp at 4 p. 
m., when we wero on our big hike in 
western New York. Wo marched ten 
miles, reaching tho battle field 
about 
8:30. We wore supposed to take over 
a section of trenches and make a night 
attack on the Bochcs' trenches 
500 
yards off. 


The wholo corps of 800 took part in 
the bombardment. 
First, the machine 
guns began ripping things up and then 
the. Stokes trench mortars. Then wd 
all took up rifle fire and then all the ar­ 
tillery opened. The racket was terri­ 
fic; machine gunts, 
automatic 
rifles, 
rifle grenades/ musketry, trench mof 
tars' and artillery. 
Continued 
^star 
shells and signal rockets were sent ,up 
and the search lights played on the 
enemy's position . It sure was 
fun. 
It gives an unholy delight to hoar the 
nearby 
sputter 
of 
those 
wonderful 
Brownings. We had a mountain for a 
baskstop, so that no farms would be 
blown off tho map. 


One day while wc were having one of 
our battles, I was in platoon detailed 
to the rear to protect our artillery from 
enemy cavalry. I got an outpost job 
on a high hill right in tho front yard 
of the summer house of Signor Marti 
nelli who sings with the Caruso gang, 
All the Italian women came out and 
gavo me lomonade, sandwiches, cake, 
etc. 
It was great; for every day we 
got up at 5, had breakfast at 5:30, then 
marched and fought till 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon. A fellow gets pretty 
hungry that way. We generally camp 
ed by some fine lakes and I had some 
dandy swims and wont boating. 


American soldiers ever since the bat 
tie of Bunker Hill havo boon taught to 
draw a bead on tho enemy, and squeezo 
tho trigger. That is why they 
win 
Most other troops aim a gun like a re 
volver or a stick, without using range 
or sight, and fire wildly in tho general 


direction of- the advancing enemy. Of 
course a big shower of bullets 
goes 
through the air, far overhead, and it 
doesn't take so much courago to dash 
forward through this "hail of load." 
But when a soldier takes his time, looks 
through tho peep-sight 
and 
slowly 
squeezes the trigger the bullets go 
plunk, plunk, through uniforms. The 
oncoming Huns (that is a good 
word 
for enemy as any) scramble for protec­ 
tion. They lie down and give the ar­ 
tillery a ohance. No matter how much 
instruction a soldier has had ho is apt 
to shoot his fpn off straight up in the 
air the first time he sees the enemy ap­ 
proaching. The officers have to work 
hard to preserve calm and try to mako 
things seem as though it woro a mere 
sham battle. But after all this is a 
war of organization. It 
is a 
great 
science. 


I got the Argus regularly now. 
I 
missed it for a while. Remember mo 
to all my friends. Keep the home fires 
burning till next summer even if it is 
warm enough 
without 
firos 
thero 
California is a great 
place! 
Much 
love to all.

The worm or codlin moth which is 
attacking the walnuts in certain parts 
of Santa Barbara and Orange counties 
has become such a serious matter that 
immediate action is necessary to keep 
it from 
spreading all over 
Southern 
California. 


In some orchards where the worm 
has been present for several years fully 
50 per cent of the nuts on the trees 
are wormy. In many groves over 20 
per cent of the crop is affected. The 
damage is gradually increasing, from 
year to year and at the same time the 
pest is spreading into new territory. 
Many hundreds of acres are now af­ 
fected and steadily growing worse. The 
wormy nuts make the worst kind of a 
cull as they are not only a total loss 
but also very hard to find in culling. 
A large amount of extra hand labor is 
required and even then some of these 
nuts get by. The profits from a grove 
50 per cent infested are cut almost in 
half. 


The insect in all stages looks exactly 
like the common codlin moth. I t s oc­ 
currence in walnuts, however, shows no 
connection with apple or pear 
trees, 
and, judging from its feeding habits, 
it is a different form from that which 
ordinarily 
attacks 
those 
fruits. 
In 
France and other parts of Europe wal­ 
nuts arc commonly attacked by a sim­ 
ilar form of codlin moth. Most of the 
worms leave the walnuts in the fall 
and hunt some hiding place where they 
spin a cocoon and pass the winter. In 
the spring these worms turn into moths 
which lay eggs upon the walnuts and 
thus start a new generation. 


In sections where walnut 
orchards 
arc close together the insect gradually 
distributes itself 
from one ranch to 
another. Its spread into new territory 
has taken place largely by sacks taken 
from infested 
orchards to uninfestcd' 
laces, The worms crawl out of the 
nuts Into the sacks and in the packing 
house they crawl into other sacks and 
all over the house in their search for 
a hiding place. Beware of sacks from 
nfested districts. Growers in infested 
territory whose own orchards are clean 
should dip all sacks in boiling water as; 
soon as they arrive from the packing: 
house. 
All packing houses, 
cracking 
plants and other places where wormy 
nuts arc handled should dip or fumir 
gate"all sacks boforo they leave the 
house.

This may prove to bo the worst -pest*; 
which has thus far appeared in walnuffT 
and so growers and dealers alike should 
unite- in an effort to stop its further 
spread, and already the California 
Walnut Growers Association has appro­ 
priated a sufficient sum of money for 
experimental work leading to the fur­ 
ther control of this pest.

INSTRUCTIONS TOR MAILING 
CHRISTMAS PARCELS TO PRANCE 


The government has been compelled 
to make stringent rules governing the 
mailing of Christmas packages to the 
soldier 
boys 
abroad.- 
Much 
annoy­ 
ance will bo saved by relatives if they 
will call at the local Red Cross rooms 
and receive specific instructions 
from 
tho committee having this matter in 
charge, before the parcels are prepar­ 
ed. There are many articles barred by 
the postoffice regulations, and you can 
learn all about this at the Red Cross 
rooms. 


When the parcel has been packed, it 
must be taken, unwrapped and unseal­ 
ed, together with the label and suffi­ 
cient stamps to the nearest collecting 
center -designated by tho Red Cross. 
After the package has passed the Red 
Cross representatives as to contents 
and weight, and been wrapped in stout 
paper, the Christmas label, bearing the 
address of the man for whom it is in­ 
tended, is placod on it. A la,bel certi­ 
fying that the inspection has been com­ 
pleted by the Red Cross is placed on 
the package, which is left in tho cus­ 
tody of tho Rod Cross until delivered 
to the postal authorities. 


Arrangements will shortly be made 
by the local Rod Cross to have a rep­ 
resentative at the rooms ou Citrus ave­ 
nue on specific days each week.

"Bonny Scotland" 


Charms Covina Boy 


Charles F. Smith, former Covine boy, 
writes his aunt, Miss Mattie Breakey, 
a bookkeeper in the Covina National 
bank, an interesting 
and 
descriptive 
letter of his impressions of 
Scotland 
and England. 


Sept. 14, 1918. 
1st Co., 6th P. O. D. Bat 'n. 
Am. Ex. Forces. 


Dear Aunt Mattie: 


Well, here I am "over h e r e " at last 
after spending two weeks on the road. 
Am "somewhere in England." 


We left 
the embarkation 
camp 
at 
night and boarded the transport next 
morning. Had a long, tiresome trip on 
the water because of the crowded con­ 
ditions on board, and am glad to be on 
God's solid earth once more. I was sea­ 
sick for two days only, but those two 
days were of such a character that I do 
not desire to repeat them soon. 


We had an uneventful 
voyage, as 
nothing exciting happened. 


The members of the crew told 
us 
that we were chased by submarines for 
four days, but we were unaware of it 
at the time. We were protected in the 
usual manner. 
When wo reached the 
blockade zone were so well protected 
by destroyers that I felt as secure as 
if I were home in the parlor. 


We were landed at a port and came 
here by rail. This was by far tho most 
pleasant part of the journey and I en­ 
joyed it immensely. Wc were on the 
train for 
fifteen 
hours 
and 
traveled 
nearly the entire length of Great Bri­ 
tain. Scotland was the most beautiful 
section we passed through. The coun­ 
try is rolling, hilly country with in­ 
tensely 
beautiful 
green 
grass 
where 
there are no crops. This is harvest time 
and we passed along by the fields of 
cut hay, which seems to be the princi­ 
pal crop of Scotland. 
One noticeable 
feature of the country is the long stone 
walls marking property lines. It must 
have taken many years to build those 
walls. In some sections hedges arc \is-- 
jed for this purpose. Tho Scotch villages 
arc very different from our American 
towns, all of the houses being built in 
a uniform style. There' is no straggling 
suburbs like in the U. S., but a sudden 
break 
between 
village 
and 
country. 
Each 
little 
village, 
no 
matter 
how 
small, has its little stone or brick sta­ 
tion, carefully kept^ up with a flower 
garden all around it, which is also a 
contrast with many of our ill-kept sta­ 
tions. It is no* 
iwondor the Scotehslove 
their native land!

I have nearly fallen in love with it 
myself, and if TJ. S. A. did not have 
California, think I should live in bonny 
Scotland the rost of my days. 


Northern 
England is very "similar, 
but soon the industrial cities are reach­ 
ed. I was sorry that I could not have 
seen all of these cities by.daylight. 


We wore met at all of the larger sta­ 
tions by the Red Cross. At' the port 
we had a Scotch band of bagpipes, 
drums and fifes, and " e a t s " all along 
the line by both the Red Cross and pri­ 
vate 
individuals. 


The trains here are very different from 
ours, boing built with compartments in 
each car instead of an aisle. It is im­ 
possible to get from one compartment 
to another when the train is in motion. 
The cars are coupled together with the 
old style coupling pin and are 
very 
much smaller than ours. In spite of 
these antique conditions the cars make 
remarkably, good time. 


One noticeable thing is that women 
are everywhere working in the factor­ 
ies and Holds. In the railroad stations 
they are bucking freight, etc. 
There 
aro also a number of disabled soldiers 
and it is interesting to talk to them. 
They are all optimistic as to the out­ 
come of the war. 


I have had some of my money ex­ 
changed into English money, but havo 
not had it all exchanged bocause we 
may.soon be going over to Franco and 
then I would have to change it again. 
I havo to figure it out in American dol­ 
lars and cents every time I use the En­ 
glish to be sure they are not cheating 
me, and then when I get my change 
back I am all at soa as they throw 
pennios, crowns, shillings, etc., at you 
so fast you aro swamped and are lucky 
if you can carr yit away with 
you 
without 
calling a diay. 
An 
English 
penny is about the size of our twenty 
dollar piece and is worth only 
two 
cents. 


I could go on writing for hours tell­ 
ing you of my experiences, but I sup­ 
pose the censor is growing weary by 
this time. If you keop my letters from 
overseas I can fill in the blanks when 
I get home.
